W ork of Amendments. 


W ashington, March 20.— There is a 
general disposition 
in the house to 
elim inate as far as possible any aca­ 
demic discussion of the tariff. 
Mem­ 
bers of both sides are desirous of hav­ 
ing as little general debate as possi­ 
ble and as much lime as :s practicable 
for the consideration of the bill under 
the five-minute rule ior amendment. 
When the Dingley oil! was before con­ 
gress less than a week was devoted in 
the house to the discussion of the bill 
under the five-minyte rule, and while 
it is likely that a ruie will be brought 
in to lim it the time for considering 
amendments, it is believed tfiat suffi­ 
cient time will be allowed for the con­ 
sideration of the whole bill under the 
five-minute rule. 
Members on both sides are lining up 
and preparing to submit amendments 
to the sections of the bill in which 
their constituents are interested. 
The 
main contention is to be over the cut 
made in the duty on lumber. 
It is un­ 
derstood that the southern representa­ 
tives are alm ost unanimously in favor 
of retaining the present duty of $2 per 
1,000 feet. 
They will have the support 
of many members from the northwest 
and Pacific coast states. 
Hides * and 
leather 
m anufacturers 
also will be the subject of considera­ 
ble debate. 
An ea rnest effort will be 
made by the Dem ocrats to have shoes 
and other leather products i educed at 
least 5 or 10 per cent and to have 
hides retained on the free list. 
On 
boots and shoes, according to the new 
tariff, will be levied a duty of 15 per 
cent ad valorem. 
W hile this is a re­ 
duction of 10 per cent ad valorem, it 
is contended by those who favor fur­ 
ther reductions that the shoe men 
them selves have admitted they could 
stand a reduction of 5 or 10 per cent 
more if hides were admitted free. The 
representatives of western sta tes will 
make an ea rnest effort to have a duty 
of 15 per cent again placed on hides.

Buhl, the m illionaire uncle of W illiam 
W hitla, the eight-year-old son of A ttor­ 
ney Ja m es P. W hitla of this city, who 
was kidnapped from school and taken 
away by his abductor or abductors in 
a buggy, has gone to Cleveland. 
It has 
been reported from that city that two 
men and a boy answering the descrip­ 
tion of the kidnappers and their vic­ 
tims have been seen there, consequent­ 
ly the supposition is that Mr. Buhl has 
received word which m akes him be­ 
lieve his nephew is in Cleveland or 
that vicinity. 
Mr. W hitla, the father of the m iss­ 
ing boy, and his close friends and a s­ 
sistants in the kidnapping investiga­ 
tion refuse to give out for publicty the 
letter receved from the kidnappers. It 
is said, however, tha t the letter con­ 
tained some striking sentences in ad­ 
dition to those made public.

Bigger Than the Sun. 
A minute parallax oi about one-six­ 
tieth of a second of arc found for 
Arcuffi-us by Dr. Elkin gave a most 
astounding result. 
This small paral­ 
lax implies a distance from the earth 
equal to about 12,000,000 times the 
suns distance. 
This vast distance 
would produce a diminution of light of 
about thirty-five and one-fourth mag­ 
nitudes, so that the sun placed at the 
distance of Arcturus would be reduced 
to a star of only nine and three-fourths 
magnitude. 
It would not be: visible 
with an opera glass. 
Arcturus is 
therefore in round numbers nine and 
one-half magnitudes, or over 6,000 
times brighter than the sun would be 
at the same distance. 
Assuming the 
same density and brightness of Bur 
face as the sun, the diameter of Arc­ 
turus would therefore be about sev 
enty-nine times the sun’s diameter or 
over 68,000,000 miles, and Its mass 
about 500,000 times the mass of the 
sun—figures well calculated to “stag­ 
ger -the imagination.”

BIG CAVE IN ADIRONDACKS. 


Ex plo rer Penetrates It 1,000 Feet and 
Thinks It Riv als Mammo th Cav e. 
In o ne o f the mo st secluded parts o f 
the Adiro ndacks, o n the summit o f a 
mo untain little frequented by sight­ 
seers o r spo rtsmen, Captain E. E. 
Tho mas o f Saranac Lake, N. Y., has 
disco v ered an o pening to a great cav ­ 
ern. lie wTent inside fo r abo ut a tho u­ 
sand feet, and there seemed no end to 
the distance he co uld penetrate with 
pro per equipment. 
Captain Tho mas, who is an o ld time 
wo o dsman, stumbled upo n the mo uth 
o f the cav e, which is o n “ W” mo un­ 
tain, sev eral miles fro m Standish, so me 
time ago , but kept the matter qnlet 
until he sho uld hav e a chance to inv es­ 
tigate. 
"I tho ught at the time that it seemed 
rather larger than the usual run o f 
cav es in the Adiro ndacks,” he said the 
o ther day , "but I nev er dreamed o € its 
being as large as It really Is. The 
mo uth is abo ut fifty feet wide. The 
first ro o m is fifty feet lo ng, twenty 
feet wide and thirty feet high. 
It 
swarmed with bats, which lined the 
walls and seemed scarcely able to 
mo v e. There was a decided smell o f 
sulphur. 
"In the nex t ro o m, which was abo ut 
4 0 by 15 by 2 5 feet, we fo und passages 
branching in many directio ns and were 
unable to ex plo re them all.

Paris, March 
—There is not the 
| slightest indication today of a break in 
j the deadlock between the government 
j and its striking employ es, nor is there 
j any prospect of an improvement in 
the situation. The strike, however, is 
being made the subject of considera­ 
tion in the chamber of deputies today , 
and a solution of the problem may 
soon be furnished. 
The climax of the strike was feached 
last night when 5,000 repairers, line­ 
men and mechanics decided to join the 
strikers. 
These were the last work­ 
men employ ed by the post adm inistra­ 
tion. 
Despite the fact that the cabinet at 
its session last night passed a decree 
authorizing the dismissal of its late 
employ es from the state service and 
reaffirmed its determination not to 
y ield, the semi-official note giving the 
result of the meeting also announced 
that many m erchants have offered to 
lend to the government their employ es 
to insure the public service. 
This is 
indicative of the completeness of the 
tie-up and the ex tremity to which the 
government has been forced. 


Rem edy W orse T han Disease. 
The note does not mention the sen 
sational rumor that the government in­ 
tends to call the reservists to the col­ 
ors, thus gathering in practically all 
the male postal employ es and forcing 
them to work as soldiers under pen­ 
alty of mutiny . 
This rumor, although 
it gained much currency is discredited, 
as it is considered highly improbable 
that the government would go to such 
a length, the remedy being regarded 
as worse than the disease. 
On the contrary the general opinion 
is held that Premier Clemenceau seeks 
only to save the principle for which he 
has contended and that if the chamber 
today endorses the attitude of the gov­ 
ernment, the premier will be 
ready 
for the resignation of M. Simy an, the 
under secretary of posts and tele­ 
graphs, and thus open the way for ne­ 
gotiations to bring the strike to a 
q uick conclusion. 
The strikers have 
said that it was largely due to the 
attitude of M. Simy an that the decision 
to strike was taken, and they have re­ 
fused tip to the present to have any 
dealings with him on the q uestions at 
issue. 
M. Clemenceau’s epemies, it is 
stated, wish to seize this opportunity 
to overthrow him, but the chances are 
that the premier will ride out the 
storm. 
Public Service Paraly zed. 
The last two American mails have 
not been delivered, and an evidence of 
the completeness of the mail blockade 
is shown by the fact that the Havas 
agency , which receives thousands of 
letters daily , did not find any at the 
postoffice today . 
W ith the failure of 
the carriers to deliver letters in Paris 
y esterday the chaos resulting from the 
ex traordinary 
strike 
was 
complete. 
The entire public service is paraly zed 
and business, both public and private, 
is in a condition of inex tricable con­ 
fusion. 
The situation in the capital and the 
provinces is growing worse with every 
hour. The undelivered letters number 
into the millions, and not less than 
300,000 
telegram s 
are 
stacked 
up 
awaiting distribution. 
Foreign incom­ 
ing mails remain unsorted and only a 
small proportion of the outgoing mails 
have been sent away . 
The governm ent’s attem pts to re­ 
store the operations of the various 
branches of its service thus far have 
been unavailing. 
The few hundred 
military 
telegraphers 
brought 
into 
Paris are practically helpless and use­ 
less, as they are not familiar with the 
recently installed Baudot instrum ents, 
and foreign telegram s are being sent 
to the frontier for re-transmission. 
Even the sale of postage stamps has 
been discontinued in the branch post- 
offices that are still open. 
The gov­ 
ernm ent has managed to keep several 
wires open with London and Berlin 
for the purpose of conducting import­ 
ant diplomatic negotiations now in 
progress. 
The few telephone wires 
that were working up to Wednesday 
night are now out of commission. 
They have been either unmanned or 
cut, it is impossible to ascertain which. 


P a ris in State of Siege. 
A few day s more of these conditions 
and Paris will be reduced almost to a 
state of siege so far as food supplies 
are concerned. 
The funds necessary 
for the smooth running of the provin­ 
cial trade are hung up in the postoffice 
and the supply of eggs, milk, butter, 
m eat and country produce threatens 
speedily to cease. 
Already numerous 
merchants have been obliged to send 
out agents to the provinces with ready 
cash to obtain supplies.
